Freedom Train 

In 1946, although Americans were still 
celebrating the victory in World War II, they 
had to contend with postwar economic 
problems and signs of a coming cold war with 
the Soviet Union. To prepare the people for the 
times ahead, Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
and others in the government promoted a 
movement to re-dedicate citizens to the 
blessings and values of the American system.

The Nickel Plate Road, Erie, and Pere Marquette 
railroads were all controlled by real estate 
magnates, Otis P. and Mantis J. Van Sweringen. 
Nothing but the finest motive power would do for 
the Van Sweringen brothers’ railroads and the fast, 
powerful new 2-8-4 Berkshire type was their choice 
for a freight workhorse. First created in 1925 by 
William E. Woodard, chief designer for the Lima 
Locomotive Works, the 2-8-4 Berkshire typified the 
new locomotive design concept dubbed 
“Superpower.” 

Rather than just increase boiler dimensions and 
adhesion weight, as had been common practice, the 
“Superpower” concept focused on increasing the 
steaming capacity of a locomotive of a given size. 
The four wheel trailing truck pioneered on the 
2-8-4 Berkshires was a revolutionary improvement 
to that end. This new type of trailing truck could 
support a larger firebox thereby generating more 
steam and more power. The scale-sized Lionel 
Berkshires capture the look of this late steam era 
classic with distinctive separately applied details and 
performance worthy of the prototype.

Heisler Geared Steam Locomotives 

The mountains of West Virginia once offered some of the most 
bountiful, virgin timberland in the United States. Beginning at the turn of 
the 20th century, no other invention opened up this rugged country to 
loggers more than the geared steam locomotive. These “off-road vehicles” 
of railroading could handle steep grades, temporary, un-ballasted track 
and even ford a stream. In the 1890s, an inventor named Charles Heisler 
created the locomotive that bore his name and was the last of the major 
types of geared steam power. The other two were the Shay and the Climax. 
Of the three types, the Heisler proved the fastest. 850 were built in all, 
serving around the world, including the hardwood stands of West Virginia. 

Heisler’s design revolved around two pistons angled at 45 degrees. The 
pistons were connected to a shaft which powered all of the wheels via a 
system of gears. The articulated trucks could negotiate sharp curves. The 
all-new Lionel Heisler locomotives are both detailed replicas of this 
American original. Each TMCC equipped locomotive includes accurate 
operating rods, shafts and gears. The RailSounds sound system is inspired 
by the unique chuffs and whistle of the prototype. 

Both Lionel Heisler locomotives are based on a three-truck 90 ton 
version that was built in 1929, and still survives to this day. The Meadow 
River Lumber Company operated from 1910 until 1971. The mill provided 
the hardwood for the ballroom floor of New York’s famous Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. It was one of the few geared locomotives equipped with a 
Worthington feedwater heater, as shown in our model. This appliance was 
later removed when it was sold to Cass Scenic Railroad in the late 1960’s. 
There the Heisler retained its road number and received new life hauling 
tourist trains through the state park. Although currently awaiting an 
overhaul, Heisler #6 remains in the Cass motive power stable.

U33C Diesel Locomotives 

The winged radiators of the U33C distinguish it from the similarly 
sized U30C. These 3,300 horsepower General Electric “U-boats” were 
among the six axle diesels referred to as “big bombers” by some 
Burlington Northern men. The U33C’s were among the heaviest power on 
the Erie Lackawanna through the 1970s. Each of the scale-sized Lionel 
U33C diesels are prototypically painted, including readable warning and 
maintenance stencils.

On Western rails “tunnel motor” refers to the specialized

Pacific and the Denver & Rio Grande Western. They were designed 
specifically for routes like the SP’s Donner Pass line where many miles of 
track are covered by snowsheds and tunnels. Most diesels draw air to 
cool the engine from the roof. In an enclosed space like a tunnel, the air 
at the top is quite hot. Since the radiators were not cooled adequately, 
many diesels were stuck inside long tunnels with overheated engines. A 
tunnel motor solves this problem by drawing in cool air at the bottom of 
the tunnel with vents near the lower rear of the hood. The Lionel version 
of this unique diesel locomotive follows in the tradition of the Lionel 
GP-30 diesel locomotives released last year.

ALCo FA-2 

In the mid-1940s, shortly before the American 
Locomotive Company showcased its brand new 
passenger locomotive, the PA, the company placed a 
sister freight locomotive, the FA, in its catalog. The FA 
was similar in styling to the PA, although shorter in 
length with a more blunt nose. The FA competed head- 
on with the popular F units of EMD. Although they 
never matched the sales of the EMD units, the ALCos 
are still considered by many to be among the most 
handsome diesel locomotives ever built. The 1500 
horsepower freight units saw service all over the 
country. 

The first Lionel model of an ALCo FA appeared in 
1950 and was praised by model railroaders for its 
performance and striking styling.

The E-6 2,000 horsepower passenger diesel locomotive (6-14574) Delaware & Hudson ALCo PA A-A Set $699.99 
was produced by the ElectroMotive Corporation (later the (6-14571) Santa Fe ALCo PA A-A Set $699.99 
ElectroMotive Division of General Motors) between 1939 and 
1942. Its sharply raked nose and long body gave it a super 
streamlined appearance falling right in line with the art deco 
styling of the time. The Southern Railway purchased its E-6 
diesels in early 1941. The colorful new locomotives 
immediately saw service leading the brand new New York to 
New Orleans train, The Southerner.

ALCo PA A-A Sets 

After 109 years of operation, the American Locomotive 
Company had produced 74,999 locomotives. On September 
19th, 1946 with much celebration the 75,000th ALCo 
locomotive rolled out of the erecting shop. That locomotive, 
was Santa Fe #51, a brand new model PA dressed in that 
road's famous red and yellow “Warbonnet” livery. The model 
PA, first referred to as the “2000” in reference to its 
horsepower rating, was ALCo’s first attempt at creating a 
passenger diesel locomotive. The ALCo PA was an inspiration 
of the art deco styling that had begun with the streamliners of 
the thirties and continued into the postwar years. The #51 
went on to pull the famous streamlined varnish of the Santa 
Fe such as the mighty Super Chief. The locomotive was so 
powerful that it could pull 15 cars, or 1265 tons, over the 
3.5% grade of Raton Pass without a helper. 

By 1967, almost all of the PA's were retired by the Santa 
Fe. During that holiday season, the president of the Delaware 
& Hudson gave his railroad quite a Christmas present when 
he purchased four retired Santa Fe PA's and had them fully 
refurbished. They continued to work for years on the D&H’s 
signature passenger service.
